UTMB Rockhounds Trek 
To Large Meteor Crater 
In Tennessee 

The fledgling geologists from the 
Geology 113 class may not know 
for sure whether Wells Creek Bas¬ 
in originated as a result of a giant 
meteor which struck the earth or 
because of a deep subterranean gas 
explosion. Whatever caused it is 
not nearly so important as the 
practical training gained by those 
who studied it. 

UTMB students were guests of 
the Tennessee Academy of Science 
and the Vanderbilt University geol¬ 
ogy department. About 95 geolo¬ 
gists were in attendance. Among 
those represented were some from 
the U. S. Geological Survey, 'Ten¬ 
nessee Geological Survey and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. Vari¬ 
ous mining companies and state 
universities were also represented.

SPIVEY AND KENTUCKY 

The basketball scandals reached a new peak of sordidness 
last week with the indictment of Bill Spivey, All-American 
from Kentucky, on charges of perjury. The indictment re¬ 
sulted from the absolute contradiction of testimony given 
before a New York grand jury by former Kentuckians Hirsch, 
Line, Groza, and Beard. These players all testified that Spivey 
was in on the “fix”, and often discussed point shaving. 

Even more sickening tharuthis, however, were the charges 
hurled against Coach Rupp Judge Saul Streit. The judge 
said, and he had sworn testimony to back him up, that Rupp 
ictually paid his players $50 each after winning certain games, 
that he bawled one player out for missing an easy shot, say- 
it cost a gambler friend of his $500 by Kentucky’s thus not 
reaching the needed point spread. The judge also revealed 
that Rupp often discussed the gambling odds, several times 
had a known gambler on the train or plane with the squad. 

The charges are already being looked into by two sources 
—the NCAA and the U. S. Olympic Committee. The NCAA 
stated last week it intends to investigate the entire situation 
at Kentucky. The affair may well mean the coming of age 
or breaking up of the NCAA. If it does nothing, it will lose 
whatever prestige it has since it is plain from Judge Streit’s 
charges that the violations can be proved. It is time for the 
NCAA, governing body of collegiate athletics, to start clean¬ 
ing up the mess—at Kentucky and wherever else it mav be.

It is traditional for Americans 
to look upon military service 
a rude interruption of their civil¬ 
ian lives which postpones the car¬ 
rying out of other cherished plans. 
This attitude obscures the fact 
that service in the Armed Forces 
can provide significant vocational 
and educational opportunities. Ma¬ 
ny of the thousands of different 
kinds of jobs men and women per¬ 
form in the Armed Forces either 
parallel those in civilian life or 
offer partial training for civilian 
occupations. Insofar as is possible 
each service makes every effort 
to place personnel in occupations 
according to their aptitudes and 
desires. Furthermore, each of the 
services makes several kinds of ed¬ 
ucational courses available to its 
personnel after the completion of 
basic or boot training. Classroom 
courses are offered in a large num¬ 
ber of camps ,and correspondence 
and self-study courses are also of¬ 
fered. 

For these reasons many of this 
year’8 college graduating class 
may wish to consult the latest 
editions of a number of official 
publications (available at local re¬ 
cruiting offices) on vocational and 
educational opportunities offered 
by the Armed Services. With such 
knowledge those who enter the 
Armed Services may be in a posi¬ 
tion to further their civilian voca¬ 
tional plans.
